AN EDITORIAL

The penalty which Torrance pays for remaining 
a part of the Los Angeles city school district is strik­ 
ingly illustrated by a comparison of the school tax 
rate in. this city with that of Beverly Hills. Torrance 
property owners will pay $1.43 per $100 assessed val­ 
uation into the treasury of the Los Angeles school 

. district this year,  an Increase of 24 cents over last 
year's rate. On the other .hand, BeVerly Hills, which - 
recently withdrew its high schools from the Los An­ 
geles district, is able to reduce Its school tax rate 
from $1.25 in 1935 to $1.15 in 1936. 

And Eeverly Hills is not skimping her education 
^ expenses in order to secure a lower tax rate. In fact, 
, the school budget at Beverly Hills this year for teachers' 

salaries and operating expenses alone is '$'30,000 more 
than last year. This in addition to substantial capital 

* outlays for new buildings and equipment. In fact, 
Beverly Hills is proving the contention of many Tor­ 
rance citizens that by forming our own school district 
we can have better school buildings, more modern fac­ 
ilities, and engage the highest priced instructors and 
stiu not pay as much in school taxes as we are now 
charged by the Los Angeles district. 

While vastly different in many respects, Beverly 
Hills and Torrance are very, similar in that each city 
has a large per capita wealth. In other words, both 
municipalities have large assessed valuations with ,, 
relative small populations and school enrollments. A 
recent analysis .of the 44 municipalities In Los Angeles . 
county, based on this year's assessed valuations, rated

operated as a local district, while the high schools 
were a pfcrt of the Los, Angeles system. But the ad­ 
vantages of home operation were so apparent that the 
people of Beverly Hills a little over a year ago voted 
to withdraw their high schools from the Los Angeles, 
city district. The wisdom of this action is now being 
reflected in better schools for less tax mdney. The 
school tax money contributed by property owners in 
Beverly Hills is now spent In that city instead of be­ 
ing diverted to other portions of the vast Los Angeles 
area. And Tprranee can reap the. same benefits by 
adopting the new city ^barter soon to be submitted 
to vote. Adoption of the charter automatically sep­ 
arates us from, the Los Angeles school district' and 
places our schools in our own hands. 

Torrance children deserve better education than 
they are now receiving,   and we can give it to them 
for loss money than we are -now paying if we will 
stop donating a large share of our school tax money 
to other sections of the far-flung Los Angeles city 
school district.

School Tax 
Rate Is Fixed

. Property owners within the 
Los Angeles city school district 
will pay school taxes at the 
rate of $1.43 per 100 of assessed 
valuation this year, . following 
slight revisions In the budget 
made at last Thursday after­ 
noon's meeting of the board of 
education. 

Increase In the assessed valu­ 
ation of public utilities this 
year totaling approximately 
$4,400,00, may further reduce the 
levy, It was explained. This In 
the only figure not definitely 
known. The board memBers 
made revisions In the budget 
that permitted a reduction of 
three cents from the levy of 
$1.46 that would otherwise have 
been required. 

Total of the budget which is 
being forwarded this week .to 
County Auditor H. A. Payne. 
who will announce the exact 
levy on September 1, Is $34,609,- 
663, This Includes cash reserves, 
which are not expendable.

Tax Rate Remains Same A 

Last Year Despite Raise 
In, Employes' Wages

Despite the fact that wages o 
city employees^ have been raised 
(eliminating cuts during the de­ 
pression), the general govern 
mental costs of the city wii 
not be Increased during the com 
ing fiscal year, and the genera 
municipal tax- rate remains the 
same as last 'year. This was dis­ 
closed Tuesday evening whej 
the Torrance city council ad 
opted its budget and .set the 
tax rates for next year. How 
ever, there will be an additiona 
item of 11 cents on the tax bil 
next year to raise approximate!; 
120,000 to meet interest and re- 
;irement payments on the new 

civic building bonds for a two- 
year period. '

His kidnapers threatened him 
with death If he did not turn 
over to them the $800 in bonu 
money he was about to receive 
Habig related.

In the absence 
of his captors he was fed by a 
masked woman.

Lighting Tax 
Refunds For 3 
Years Ordered
South Torrance Property 
Owners Relieved of Double 

Tax Levy From 1931-35

A friendly gesture in the form 
of a $1,000 refund of street' 
lighting assessments covering 
the three years, 1931 to 1934, 
was voted unanimously by the 
Torrance city council this week 
to property owners of South 
Torrance, which territory before 
annexation to this city was in­ 
cluded in the county lighting 
district at Lomita. Property 
owners in this district were 
charged by both the county and 
the city for street, lights. How­ 
ever, the county furnished the 
lights during these three years 
and for this reason members of 
the council authorized the re­ 
turn of the city's lighting tax. 

Because of statutory limita­ 
tions, the city is only legally re­ 
quired to return the assessment 
for the final year, 193334, but 
Mayor Stanger stated that re­ 
gardless of the 'legal obligation, 
He felt that the city was morally 
obligated to return the three 
years' assessments. Other mem­ 
bers of the council concurred In 
this belief and $1,000 was appro­ 
priated to cover the three-year 
refunds. 

To be eligible for a refund, 
each property owner onuat file a 
claim at the olty clerk's office, 
Mayor Stanger stated, and he 
urged that this be done as soon 
as possible.
